Sir John H siding started a small 
horse patrol, in 1763, which was succeeded 
In 1805 by a regular Bow Street Horae 
patrol, and eventually incorporated into 
the proper police in October, 1836, In 
those days the dress was ft black leather 
feat, leather stock, blue great boat and 
trousers, white leather gloves, Has! 
boots and steel spurs, Underneath the 
great coat they wore a scarlet waistcoat 
earning the officers the nickname ’cunt’ 
no sorry that’s wrong It should be the 
nickname 'Redbreasts’ (1 prefer my name 
to that hilarious nickname !!!). K&ch 
officer carried opression equipment in 
those days, these include a sabre(sword), 
pistol, truncheon, and handcuffs, 

The oldest mounted police department 
can he traced back to 1758 when two 
’pursuit horses and proper pursuers * were 
attached to Bom street. 

The Mounted. Branch's chief purpose 
was to patrol the country areas of 
London, but they ware periodically for 
crowd controlC tall, it’s started the 
oppresicn hit .already)ln Hyde park and 
other public places. 

Mounted policemen in West Yorkshire 
date back to early1890 when there was 
considerable industrial unrest in the 
coalfield's and on many occasions the 
military were called in to quell riots 
and diapers® agitators. When the final 
cost of the military presence was worked 
out, it was expansive! Th® Wakefield 
police authority soon realised it would 
bo far more SCONOMIC (good word!) to 
provide mounted pollce: dn and the first 
three officers patrolled the country 
areas in the Autumn of 1893. 


With a total of 22 horses, the 
mounted "section within West Jorke^re arc 
buieilv employed carrying out patrols 
daily in the various towns, taking part 
ia processions/galas, attending race 
meetings, as well na performing crowd 
control duties*
